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AIM A BOMB AGAIN 
AT GAMING CLIQUE 


Mysterious Assailants of Big 
Gamblers Work Havoc 
Near Saloon of ‘Pat’ 
O'Malley. 


FOURTEENTH IN SERIES. 


Windows and Stairways in Rook- 
eries Are Demolished; For- 
eigners in Panic; Again 
None Hurt. 


“Bomb No. 14” in the war of Chicago gam- 
blere was exploded last night tn the rear of 
Pat O’Maliey’s saloon and old time gam-~ 
bling house at Polk and Clark streets. Occur- 
ring on the edge of the downtown businesa 
district, it caused more alarm, if not more 
damage, than most of its thirteen prede- 
cessors. 

The stick of dynamite was pl acep in 
same mysterious manner that has Cee 
the attacks of the secret enemies of 
Blind John Condon, “ Big Jim O' Leary. 
“Mont” Tennes, and others of the coterie 
of big Chicago gamblers. . 

It exploded with a roar that startled pe- 
destrians over in Michigan avenue. It tore a 
jagged hole in the ground four feet deep. It 
broke windows in all the surrounding rook- 
eries, and broke a large, flat, four inch stone 
into a dozen fragments. But no one was hurt. 


Consternation in Neighborhood. 


The painted mermaids and jockeys in the 


mirror over the bar of O'Malley's saloon 
‘were set to dancing a merry jig. The dead 
soldiers on the bar keeled over and spilled 
thar sath ss on the floor. The loafers in the 
saloon started to their feet with wild alarm 
Marine in their eyes. O'Malley, who had 
deen resting in his cubby hole of an office 
after a substantial dinner, was startled into 
a sitting posture. 

Italians poured down from their rooms in 
the adjoining flats and lodging houses. Ina 
minute the entire population of the little 
colony bounded by Chicago’s Chinatown and 
ihe deserted hovels of the old Custom House 
levee was running and gesticulating in the 
atreet. 

When the detectives from Harrison street 
station came a little party of brave men 
started to explore the alley where the lazy 
clouds of smoke from the explosion still were 
hovering in the dim gas light. 


Decayed Stairways Take Tumble. 

It wae found that the bomb had been placed 
against the brick wall of a building directly 
in the rear of O’Malley’s place. The man 
who had put it there had placed it on the 
edge of the big stone, lit the time fuse, and 
fied. On all sides were shattered windows 
and frightened faces peering out through the 
ruins. Some decayed old stairways had 
tumbled down under the shock. 

Across the alley a few more 
could be — by candle light. 

As in all the other pleasant ÜUttie jokes of 
the kind the police were wholly in the dark 
as to how to wark up a plausible explanation. 
O’Malley himself could give no help. After 
the first excitement had subsided he denied 
with a grin that it could have been meant 
for him. 

No Gambling Since October. 

Later O'Malley said: 

Well. it looks as though some one might 
have been trying to scare me. I can’t im- 
agine what for. I have not been doing any 
business here [by that he meant gambling] 
since I was indicted by the October grand 
jury. couldn’t afford to take chances. 
The inspector's men have been here two or 
three times a day. There is nothing upstairs 
now hut a few dusty poker tables. I don't 
know that I have an enemy in Chicago.“ 

The police confirm O'Malley's statement 
that there has been nothing doing in his 
place for months. The previous explosions 
have been explained in most cases by the fact 
that the men attacked have been enjoying 
certain gambling privileges which evoked 
the enmity of others not so favored. 

A ring of ex-constables trying to blackmail 
their former employers also wag suggested. 
Two of these men were arrested, but nothing 
could be proved against them. 


Police Have Another Theory. 


After working for some time on this latest’ 


outbreak of the slumbering gamblers the 
police discovered that O'Malley after all 
might not have been the object of attack. 
They attempted to distract attention from 
O'Malley by putting forward the theory that 
the whole affair was the work of a kind of 
Black Hand „gang. 

The basis for this possibility lies in the fact 
that the bomb was placed as close to a bar - 
ber shop fronting at 45 Polk street as it was 
to O’Malley’s saloon. This barber shop was 
deserted and dark atthe time. Nothing in 
it was injured. It is owned by Habeeb Hagig, 
a Syrian, and the report was spread through 
the saloon that Hagig had received three 
threatening letters recently. 


Admits Threats Were Made. 

Hagig, when found at his residence, 142 
Sherman street, and told of the explosion, 
said he had received threatening letters. He 
asserted that up to Nov. 15 of last year 
he had a partner named Ed Zineo, but the 
partnership was dissolved when he found 
that Zineo had been trying to get the land- 
lord to oust the firm so that Zineo could get 
the place for himself. A month later Hagig 
received a threatening letter, advising him to 
move out. This was followed on Dec. 22 
last with a similar missive, only more in- 
sistent. Nothing more was heard until Jan. 
15, when he received a third letter, in which 
he was advised to move or his place would be 
blown up. 

No attention was paid to the third letter, 
nor did he think it of sufficient importance 
to notify the police. The letters were all 
written in the Syrian tongue and Hagig says 
his life was not threatened in any of them, 
and the threat to blow up his shop he consid- 
ered a joke. Zineo has not been located.

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YOUTH’ MURDERS IN REVENGE

CAUGHT AT SOUTH CHICAGO. 


Had Been Put Out of Saloon for Slap- 
ping 4 Year Old Child, 


The village of West Hammond, on the 
southern edge of Chicago, was the scene last 
night of a cold blooded murder for revenge. 

Henry Wleklinski, a saloonkeeper and a 
trustee of the village, was shot and instantly 
killed across his bar by George Polias, who 
later was captured in South Chicago, along 
with a companion, Stephen Liscula. The 
two prisoners, who are 21 years old, con- 
fessed. Their capture was quick and spec 
tacular. 

Polias had sworn vengeance on Wlek- 
linski for ejecting him from his saloon some 
time ago. After the murder Liscula fired two 
ineffectual shots at Justice of the Peace Ad- 
am Stakovitch, the only witness of the deed. 

The two young men ran from the saloon 
and disappeared. Messages were at once 
telegraphed and telephoned to the police. 

As a street car bound for Sixty-third street 
passed Ninety-second street in South Chi- 
cago, Sergeant Stack and Detectives Gay- 
igan.and O'Connor say Polias and Listula on 
a side seat. They halted the car and rushed 
on the men, who dashed for the front door, 
while the passengers were in a panic. The 
boys were captured. 

At the station they told a long story of the 
events leading up to the murder. Polias said 
they did not meen to give their victim a 
chance. 

A bottle of carbolic acid was found in 
Polias’ pocket. He declared they weuld have 
committed. suicide if they had seen the police 
in time, 

Victim a Village Trustee. 

Wleklinski was 20 years old and a prosper- 
dus member of the community. He had lived 
in ihe village fifteen years and was elected 
trustee eight months ago. Liscula and Polias 
also had lived in the town several years. 
cgntly Pollas began frequenting Wleklinski's 
saloon at Lincoln avenue and One Hundred 
and Fifty-fifth street. Within a day or two 
he became involved in trouble with the 4 year 
old boy of the saloonkeeper, whose family 
reside in the rear of the place. Polias slapped 
the child’s face, and Wieklinski ejected the 
youth from his saloon. Polias swore he 
would get even, and disappeared. It was 
given out that he had gone to rejoin the 
navy, which, it is said, he deserted last year 
after a short experience. 

Late yesterday afternoon the two young 
men appeared in Hammond and hired a car- 
riage at Whittaker’s livery, 41 State street. 
They were known and were allowed to take 
the rig without a driver. They drove across 
the river and arrived at Wieklinski’s saloon 
about 6 o'clock. Both youths had been 
drinking and Liscuja showed unmistakable 
signs of intoxication. 

Shook Hands with Victim. 

Entering the saloon they shook hands with 
Wleklinski, who was standing behind his 
bar. They greeted the saloonkeeper joeu- 
larly as well as Justice Stakovitch, who was 
seated at a table nearby. They called for 
drinks, and Wieklinski turned to serve them. 

Just as the saloonkeeper placed the whisky 
bottle and the glasses on the bar, Polias 
whipped out a 88 caliber revolver and fired 
twice point blank. He was so close to his 
victim that he could have hit him with his 
weapon. The first bullet struck Wlieklinski 
in the face, and as he staggered the second 
hit him squarely in the heart. He died in- 
stantly. 

At the first shot Justice Stakovitch had 
leaped from his chair with a shout for help. 
Instantly wheeling from the bar where he 
had coolly watched the saloonkeeper killed

Cold wave is ordered for Chicago. Tempera- 
ture will fall about 20 degrees by Thursday 
night. The coldest weather of the winter thus 
far is indicated, H. J. COX, Forecaster. 


Cold weather has headed for Chicago. A 
bulletin sent out by the weather bureau last 
night ahnounced that today would be the 
coldest of the winter. A drop of twenty de- 
grees, bringing the mercury down to about 
ten degrees above zero, was the forecast. 

The thermometer at 3 o’clock this morning 
marked 24% degrees above. 

Medicine Hat is responsible. Up through 
the northwest the thermometers have been 
standing at ten degrees below for several 
days. A strong wind from that direction is 
forcing the cold all over the middle west. Kk 
will be three or four days before it passes. 

The cold wave will not be accompanied 
with cnow. Clear skies will be the rule. The 
wind, which yesterday was blowing from the 
southwest, will shift to the northwest and 
tear along at a briek rate of speed.

VOTE T.0 PAY ALDERMEN MORE. 


Smejkal Measure Allowing Cities to 
Advance Councilmen’s Salaries to 
$3,500 Passed by the House.

Springfield, III., Jan. 22.—[Speclal. I— The 
Smejka! bill authorizing city councils to in- 
crease the pay of aldermen to $3,500 a year 
was passed by the house thisevening and will 
be sent over to the senate for action. 

It was opposed by a number of republican 
members of the legislature, including some 
from the Chicago districts, but the democrats 
became active lobbyists for it and succeeded 
in getting seventy-nine votes for it, two more 
than needed. — 

The Glackin bill authorizing cities end 
villages to establish tuberculosis sanitari- 
ums, passed yesterday by the senate, was ad- 
vanced to second reading in the house during 
the evening. 

Health Commissioner Evans of Chicago 
has interested himself in it. and is telegraph- 
ing members of the house to give it their 
support. 

The bill permits the levying of a special 
tax of not to exceed 4 mills on the dollar, if 
autherized by a referendum, to be used for 
the maintenance of such institutions. 

Chicago physicians are watching with keen 
interest the/fate of the bill advanced to sec- 
ond reading in the house of representatives 
at Springfield enabling cities and villages to 
establish hospitals for consumptives. 

Dr. W. A. Evans, health commissioner of 
Chicago, Dr. H. B. Favill, head of the Chicago 
Tuberculosis institute, and other leaders in 
the war against tuberculosis believe the 
passage of this bill will remedy conditions. 

The needs of such a hospital in Chicago 
were advanced a few weeks ago by Dr. 
Frank Billings, in a speech before the mem- 
bers of the Commercial club. Dr. Billings 
said practically one-fifth of the population 
of Illinois is afflicted with the disease in 
some form. 


MINWEGEN’S CHARGE FALSE, 
SAYS SPECIAL TAX REDUCER. 


L. Nathan Denies Collecting Money 
to Which He Is Not Entitled for 
Racine Avenue Paving Assessment. 


L. Nathan, manager of the Local Improve- 
ment and Taxpayers’ association, took sHarp 
issue with John Minwégen of the board of 
local improvements yesterday. 

Mr. Minwegen states,“ said Mr. Nathan, 
that I have collected money to which 1 am 
not entitled. I want to say this is absolutely 
false.“ : 

He also challenged Mr. Minwegen’s state- 
ment that the assessment for the improve- 
ment of Racine avenue ffom Belmont to 
Center street had been repealed because the 
court had so reduced it there was not enough 
money left to do the work. 

Mr. Min wegen knows this statement is 
false, said he, and referred to council pro- 
ceedings to prove his contention that the 
ordinance was repealed to allow the laying 
of a water main and sewer in parts of Racine 
avenue and an extra street car track between 
Belden avenue and Center street.

LAWLESS SALOONS OPPOSED. 


Model License League Would. Obey 
Statutes and Keep Liquor Deal- 
ers Cut of Politics. 


Louisville, Ky., Jan. 22.—[{Special. Reso- 
lutions adopted by the Modet License league, 
in convention here today, approve the de- 
mand that liquor dealers retire from politics 
as aggressive or as offensive factors. The 
league expresses willingness to unite with 
citizens in bringing about obedience to law, 
and urges the cancellation of all saloon li- 
censes where the holders exhibit.a dispo- 
sition to willfully violate the law. The league 
favors one saloon license for each 500 of 
population. 

The resolutions reiterate the expressed 
views of its president that the work of the 
Anti-Saloon league is not a reform move- 
ment, but that the organization is political, 
dictatorial, and dangerous. 

The league goes on record as being unal- 
terably opposed to intemperance and ex- 
presses the belief that it offers, in the model 
license law,“ a valuable aid to the solution of 
the problem. 


MICHIGAN OFFICIALS IN ROW. 


State Treasurer Resigns Under Fire and 
Attacks Governor, Who Denies 
Sensational Charges. 


Detroit, Mich., Jan. 22—The resignation 
today of State Treasurer Frank P. Glazier of 
Chelsea and the appointment of former Gov. 
John T. Rich to succeed him were accom- 
panied by a sensational attack by the retir- 
ing state treasurer on Gov. Fred M. Warner, 
who demanded Glazier’s resignation, and a 
reply tonight by the governor, who denies 
the. charges made. In reply to Glazier’s 
charge that the governor was familiar with 
the conditions in Glasier's savings bank at 
Chelsea, which is now in the hands of a re- 
ceiver, Gov. Warner says the bank 
do not show who dre the borrowers or what 
collateral is furnished.

Blames Crisis to Arrest Recently : 


On Charges of Client Later 
Disproved.

delle’s cashier. ‘ 

Mr. Tisdelle, who has Fenn himself into 
a condition ot nervous prostration in the 
effort to face the erisig which for a month 
has been coming in his affairs, was not able 
to give a coherent statement of the condition 

t his bank. He turned the whole matter 

ver to his brother-in-law, A Robert 
E. Cantwell. 

Mr. Cantwell wont over the books with the 
assistance of CashiéreRoot and at night an- 
nounced that the assets of the bank exceeded 
the liabilities by more than $10,000 and that 
of the creditors did not force matters any fur- 
ther they would be paid dollar for dollar in- 
side of six months. A payment of do per cent 
will be mage at once. 

That ‘Tisdelle. gambled or speculated is de- 
nied. He ig said to be a man of exemplary 
conduct ad ‘ascetia habits. All his invest- 
ments, it is declared, are in interest bearing 
‘securities, though their value remains to be 
ascertained. 


Has $61,601 Savings Deposits. 

The chief lability of the bank, which: has 
been in existence fourteen years, is $61,601 in 
savings deposits. There are nearly 300 sav- 
ings depositors. The heaviest depositor is 
the I segy Trust and Savings bank, 
a union institution, which was in 
process of liquidation. The labor men have 
$14,000 tied up in the Tisdelle institution. 
Besides this many of the men interested in 
the union bank have individual accounts with 
Tisdelle, 

The cause of the failure was at first sup- 
posed to be the demand made on the Tisdelle 
bank by the union men for the payment of 
this $14,000, hut this did not prove to be true. 
The Commonwealth bank officers had ar- 
ranged with Tisdelle to pay a 30 per cent 
dividend Feb. 15, and there hed been no in- 
sistence on their part. 


Says Arrest Started the Trouble. 

Attorney Cantwell, speaking for Tisdelle, 
ascribed the failure to the heavy withdrawals 
of the last month. It was all started, he 
said, through the issuing Of a warrant against 
Tisdelle by Municipal Judge Newcomer Dec. 
28 on the complaint of Mrs. Mary Horan, 436 
Winthrop avenue. Mrs. Horan claimed that 
she had been @efrauded of $1,700, but she did 
not prove her base in court. On thecontrary, 
the books of the bank showed that she was 
credited with this amount. 

After this, however, the depositors began 
to take their money out, and other creditors, 
getting wind of trouble, began to press Tis- 
delle. He was unable to realize in such a 
hurry on his collateral, a great deal of which 
is tied up in real estate mortgages pro- 
nounced good. 

The last straw came in the delay of payment 
by the Rock Island railroad of $12,000, due 
on a tle contract held by Tisdelle. The rali- 
road company explained it was ready to pay 
the money, but there had been delay in the 
‘vouchers. Tisdelle holds a contract for 500,- 
000 ties, at 50 cents each, with this railroad 
company. One hundred thousand ties had 
been delivered at a profit of nearly 10 cents a 
tie. 

50 Per Cent Payment at Once. 

After the assignment had been made and 
the books of the bank examined Cashier 
Root gave a bond for $200,000 with the Fi- 
delity Deposit company of Maryland as sure- 
ty. Then Attorney Cantwell began to round 
up the creditors, atterasuring himself that 
no prosecution was in the air. Speaking for 
Mr. Tisdelle, the lawyer said: 

“This has been brought on by an unfortu- 
nate combination of circumstances, but we 
will be able to pull through all right. I feel 
confident of it. I have all my pwn-money 
tied up in the institution.

Labor Bank a Danger Point. 

The only point on the horizon where dan- 
ger appeared to be gathering for Tisdelle 
was the ‘union labor bank. There are 285 
stockholders in this institution, whose in- 
vestment has dwindled to 60 per cent of its 
value. Attorney John J. Sonsteby, a labor 
leader, is winding up the affairs of the old 
Commonwealth bank. He had not made much 
of an e e f ge of the Tisdelle failure, 
he said. 

The Commonwealth Trust and Savings 
bank was organized two years ago by union 
labor leaders. It paid 4 per cent interest 
on savings deposits and sold shares at $5. 
The bank was incorporated under an Ari- 
zona charter and had not gone far when the 
state auditor informed the directors they 
could not do business except under an IIli- 
nois charter, which cals for a paid in cap- 
ital stock of $200,000 


Labor Bank Twice Taken Over. 


The labor men, headed by Andres Adair, a 
printer, chairman the board of directors, 
began to raise the subscription to meet the 
demand of the state law, and had succeed?d 
to the extent of $120,000 when the financial 
cepression began to make itself felt. Then 
the board of directors decked to liquidate 
and the entire assets of the bank were turned 
over to Dreblow & Co., private bankers. 

This concern operated until January, 1907, 
and then sold out to E. C. Kingsbury, a 
banker of Olney, III., who took over the ac- 
counts and consolidated with his own bank. 
Last September he sold out to Tisdelle. At 
that time Tisdelle had a deposit account in 
hts own bank of $20,000. The action of the

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but it was said to be with the consent of Tis- 
delle. 

There was no excitement at any time 
around the premises of the bank, which ad- 
join the defunct Commonwealth Trust and 
Savings bank. Not more than a score of the 
depositors whose savings remained in Tis- 
Gelle's hands appeared during the day. They 
came singly, read the notice of suspension on 
the door, and went away expressing more or 
less disappointment.

Madison street, 
appeared to deposit some savings and was 
stunned when he read the notice. He told 
a hard luck tale. He had put $125. in the 
union labor bank more than a year ago. 

Another caller said he gave Tisdelle $300 
to be applied on a mortgage. Tisdelle failed 
to make the indorsement, he said, and the 
borrower now will be compelled to pay the 
amount over again. S. D. Ricardo; secretary 
of the Actors’ National Protective union, 164 
Randolph street, called to make a deposit. 


In. Business Fourteen Years. . 


Tisdelle has been in business in Chicago 
fourteen years. He has been 4 banker and 
mortgage broker most of the time. . Accord- 
ing to the signs om doors and windows he 
handled almost everything in the brokerage 
line. He paid 4 per cent on deposits, bought 
and sold mortgages, gas bonds, etc. A prom- 
inent sign inside the bank put out this lure 
to the depositor: 

* Watch your money grow.“ 

Tisdelle came into public notice first sev- 
eral years ago when he organized the Bach- 
elors’ Trust, a clubhouse at 1550 Jackson 
boulevard. The rule was that any member 
who married should be fined $500. Tisdelle 
was the first victim. In 1905 he married Miss 
Loretta Cantwell, a sister of Attorney Cant- 
well. He paid the fine. Tisdelle's residence 
is 1073 Sheridan road. 


MORRIS K. JESUP IS DEAD. 


Retired Banker and Philanthropist Suc- 
cumbs to Heart Disease in New 
York Home. 


New York, Jan. 22.—Morris K. Jesup, re- 
tired banker, former president of the New 
York chamber of commerce, and long promi- 
nent in civic affairs, died early this morning 
in his home from heart disease. He was 78 
years old. 

Mr. Jesup was prominent in philanthropic 
and scientific associations. He was presi- 
dent of the Peary Arctic club and secretary 
of the Audubon society.

WANTED ‘FOR TWO CRIMES. 


Killing of Policeman and. 1 
Laid to Horace Simmons. 


Horace Simmons, the last of the murderous 
young highwaymen accusedéof killing Detec- 
tive William R. Mooney, and for whom the 
police have been looking for nearly.two 
months for the murder of Herman Hanson, a 
west side saloonkeeper, was captured last 
night and is now in a cell in central station. 

The arrest was made.at Archer avenue 

ard Halsted street at 8 o’clock. Simmons, 
who, it is believed, was betrayed by his 
‘sweetheart, Grace Warren, was waiting for 
the girl on the sidewalk between Halsted 
street and Emerald avenue. There Detec- 
tives Chris Sloler and Andrew Pidgeon of 
Chief Shippy’s office, who had followed the 
girl on the car from her home, met him with 
their revolvers. 

Pidgeon, who is unknown to Simmons, fol- 
lowed directly after the girl and placed his, 
revolver to the pit of Simmons’ stomach, at 
the same time calling for the ite nas cei 
to throw up his hands, 


‘Simmons Yields Gracefully. 


At the first command of the detectives Sim- 
„ mons threw his hands above his head as he 
smilingly said, ‘‘ You’ve got the drop on me 
this time, all right.“ As the young desperado’s 
hands slowly mounted ‘over his head, four 
other detectives, William Schubert, James 
Hart, Michaei Kane, and Julius Bernacchi 
of Assistant Chief Schuettler’s office, sur- 
rounded Simmons and the other detectives. 
To the amazement of the policemen, no re- 
volver was found on the prisoner. 

A patrol wagon was called and the prisoner 
was taken to Assistant Chief Schuettler’s 
office. 

Simmons denied complicity in either mur- 
der, and when asked if he had not read the 
sworn confession of William* Brown, a 
former pal,“ who confessed to firing the 
shot, and implicating Simmons and Thomas 
McCann as his companions at the time of 
the murder, Simmons. savagely , replied: 
„Those guys have been doing all the squeal- 
ing so far, but wait until I get through—the 
tables will be turned. I have something 
to say about Brown and McCann that will 
not be good for either.“ 


On Watch Several Days. 

Tor several days Sloier and Pidgeon had 
haunted the neighborhood where Simmons 
was arrested in the hope of seeing the young 
bandit. The Warren woman; who has been 
zuown as Simmons’ sweétheart, ig said to 
have given the information about Simmons’ 
whereabouts, although the police wouid not 
admit this. 

Simmons would not tell the police last night 
were he had been stopping, but from a pawn 
ticket for his overcoat, issued a week ago by 

a pawnbroker at State street and Archer ave- 
nus, the police believe the prigoner had been 
living in the neighborhood of his capture. 

The murder of Saloonkeeper Hanson, for 
which Simmons was indicted by the grand 
jury, occurred seven weeks ago. Three rob- 
bers entered the saloon and when their de- 
mand to throw up his hands was refused one 
of them shot the saloonkeeper in the head.

Iowa Governor Tells Missouri River 
Navigation Congress He Expects to 
See Railways Co-operate. 


Sioux City, Ia., Jan. 22 —{ Special. Lwun 
delegates in attendance from seven states, in- 
cluding governors, congressmen, mayors.

When we have harnessed the turbu- 
lent current of the Missouri,“ he said, “I 
hope and expect to the railroads co- 
operating with this new factor in the busi- 
ness life of the nation.” 

Congressman Ellis said it would take time 
to crystallize sentiment in favor of the 
proposed improvements and intimated that 
action at the rennt session of congress is 
improbable.

It was 6 o'clock when finally she neared 
her home. Two negroes, who may have ob- 
served her when she drew the money from 
the bank, accosted her and, saying they were 
unacquainted with the city, asked the way to 
Halsted street. 

While Mrs. Wlach pointed out the direction 
to one of the colored men, the other felled 
her with a blow on the left temple. That is 
the last the woman remembers until she was 
revived after being found in the snow bank. 

Mrs. D. C. Vitu, 6132 Peoria street, was 
passing her kitchen window with a lighted 
lamp and chanced to look out. She saw a 
dark form outlined against the white drifts. 
She ran to the alley and found Mrs. Wlach 
almost overcome by her injuries and the 
cold. She dragged the unconscious woman 


into the warm kitchen and a physician was 


called. 

The police of the Englewood station were 
notified and in a few minftes fifteen police- 
men and detectives, headed by Lieut. Kav- 
anaugh, were on the scene, but their efforts 
to find the negroes proved futile. They made 
every effort to keep the facts of the robbery 
secret.

All the vessels 
of the fleet saluted the Brazilian president 
and they were all dressed in honor of his 
visit. The presidential yacht saluted the 
Minnesota only. Rear Admiral Thomas per- 
sonally received President Penna as de 
boarded the flagship. The visit lasted twen- 
ty minutes. President Penna expressed his 
regret that Rear Admiral Evans had not been 
able to attend the entertainments given for 
the Americans. He, on the part of him- 
self, members of his cabinet, and the Bra- 
zilian people, wished the fleet bon voyage, 
and reiterated his expressions of cordiality 
for the United States.

Comstock Tells of Complaints. 

Following the reading of the codicil Mr. 
Littleton called Anthony Comstock to the 
stand—his first appearance in the case. Mr. 
Comstock said he was vice president and spe- 
cial agent of the Society for the Suppression 
of Vice and inspector in the postoffice depart- 
ment, having held these e for many 
years. 

Mr. Comstock said Thaw called at his office 
in February, 1904, and complained of a party 
who was wronging young girls. Thaw went 
into the details, which the witness repeated 
as far as he could remember. 

The witness identified several communica- 
tions from Thaw, one of the papers being a 
diagram of the premises where he declared 
evil men were carrying on criminal prac- 

tices. 

Mr. Littleton read to the jury a communi- 
cation from Thaw to Comstock written in 
November, 1904. It attempted: to give in 
detail a’ description’ of the Twenty-fourth 
street house with crude diagrams appeering 
here and there in the text. 

Thaw declared that one room was furnished 
like a forest and that secret stairs led from 
it to the m ofthe mirrors. The door in the 
forest room was hard to find, the letter de- 
clared, and there was no escape forthe young 
girls who were drugged. Thaw claimed that 
six or séven ‘criminal scoundrels” con- 
trolled the place, and that three or four de- 
cent young men, who did not know of the 
criminal acts, often frequented the place. 

On cross examination District Attorney 
Jerome asked Mr. Comstock ff he ever got 
into the Twenty-fourth street house. 

No, sir.“ 

The prosecutor devoted much of his time 
with the witness to calling attention to the 
fact that the statements in the letters were 
coherent, understandable, and rational in 
their reférences to historic events. 


Fight Over Will Delayed. 


John B. Gleason, of counsel for Thaw at 
the first trial, was called in connection with 
proving the defendant’s will. 

He said the will came into his possession 
in December, 1906. He received it by regis- 
tered mail from J. Deniston Lyon, the Pitts- 
burg banker, who testified at the first trial 
that he received the will from Thaw in 1905.

COOKE GETS ANOTHER RESPITE 
WHEN M’EWEN DELAYS DECISION 


d. E. Cole Reviews Case—Says Delays

John A. Cooke, convicted former Circuit 
court clerk,» was given another unexpected 
respite yesterday. Judge McEwen said that 
he was not ready to give his formal decision 
in the suit for a habeas corpus writ brought 
in behalf of Cooke until Friday. He declared 
he. could not complete his dictation to the 
stenographer until this afternoon. Then it 
was decided to place the date as Saturday. 
It is beHeved the writ will be refused. 

When the court was opened in the morning 
it had already become known that the deci- 
sion would not be announced until later in 
the week. Cooke was present with his 
brother, William Cooke, and several friends. 

A statement was made by George E. Cole, 
president of the Municipal Voters’ league and 
former head of the Citizens’ association, dur- 
ing the day, reviewing the history of the 
Cooke case. He said Cooke had defrauded 
the county to the extent of $100,000. This

From dowm in Missour!l comes the predic- 
tion that Americans are soon to be citizens 
of the dream of ages. Our democracy is to 
blossom into a kingdom of heaven on 
earth.“ Before the century comes to 3 
close the golden age of man will have arrived. 

Prof. W. B. Elkin of the University of Mis- 
souri is the prophet. He has recorded his 
opinions seriously in the American Journal of 
Sociology, the January numberof which was 
issued’ yesterday from the University of 
Chicago Press. The prophecy is made in an 
article, The Problem of Civilization in 
the Twentieth Century.” 

The author believes that in the century 
the earth will become many times more fruit- 
ful, the population of the globe will increase 
many fold, transportation will be cheapened, 
and finally a heaven and new earth will 
appear.“ 

Much Remains to Be Done. 

Before arriving at these Utopian conclu- 
sions, Prof. Elkin insists that many changes 
must be made in the country’s organization. 
He insists: 

1. That every village and city must have a 
public physician who must not only cure people 
but keep them well, 

2. That the government must supply lawyers 
who will give legal advice free. 

3. That the clergy must take a brace and quit 


imitating. 7 
4. That the colleges should print and edit the 
newspapers. 


5. That insurance should be a function of 
government. 

6. That railroads should charge no more than 
one-fourth of a cent a mile, 

. That the cook question must be solved by 


gigantic eating clubs. 
8, That labor must keep on organizing. 


To Put Doctors on Salaries. 

“A radical change is needed in the or- 
ganization of the medical profession—a 
change in the twentieth century analogous 
to that which took place in the teaching 
profession in the nineteenth century.“ he 

rites. ‘‘ The time is coming when a relia- 

le physiciam will be appointed on a good 
salary in each district or village, two or three 
in a town, and a superintendent and his 
staff in every city.“ 

Writing of lawyers, he declared: 

In our day much of the best legal talent 
is consumed endeavoring to discover excep- 
tions and loopholes in order to render the 
law of no effect; in other words, lawyers do 
all they possibly can to make the way of 
the transgressor easy. Society may look 
forward to a time when every district will 
have a reliable vernment lawyer whose 
chief business will be to give legal advice, 
free of charge, to any one desiring it.” 


Clergy’s Glory Lost. 

Of the clergy Prof. Elkins deciares: 

It is indeed high time for the clergy to 
make an effort to regain their lost prestige. 
The clergy were once the most cultured class 
in society, and consequently the natural lead- 
ers of thought. But they have long since 
fallen from grace. They are now but im- 
itators, and imitators, as Plato would say, 
who are twice or thrice removed. They are 
still a force in the community, but they have 
ceased to be a progressive force. Their man- 
tle has fallen upon the scientist, the ed- 
ucator, and the journalist.” 

The railroad: problem is thus grappled 
with: 

What is imperatively needed is a passen- 
ger rate for the working classes, varying 
from half a cent per mile for short dis- 
tances to one-fourth of a cent a mile for 
long distances. Nor is this plan Utopian. 
It would only be necessary for the railroads 
to abolish free passes, to squeeze out the 
water that has been poured into the rail- 
road stock. and to make some commensurate 
return to the public for value réceiyed in 
money and land in order to make the plan 
here suggested practicable.’’ 


Then, the Dream Made Real. 

In his closing sentences Prof. Elkins writes: 

The principles of democracy will develop 
along two opposite and yet complementary 
lines—centralization with regard to national 
affairs and decentralization with regard to 
local affairs. 

„And on these two principles will ulti- 
mately rest the universal government of the 
world empire—the kingdom of heaven among 
men—which has been dreamed of by poets, 
foretold by prophets, and schematized by 


philosophers.”

alone aligned himself with the small faction 


of his own party. Then he began attacking . 


the administration all along the line. 
Not content with differing with the presi- 
dent seriously on the rate bill, the statehood 


measure, and other things which had become 


part of the party policy, Senator Foraker 
has progressed to a point where he and the 
president, although personally friendly, are 
politically bitter enemies. 

Things have progressed to a point where 
the re#lection of Foraker to the senate next 
year would be looked upon as a repudiation 
of the administration of Presidént Roosevelt. 

Whether Taft wins or not, Foraker seems 
to be doomed, because no one who under- 
stands the condition of public sentiment in 
Ohio believes that any professed enemy of 
the president can secure the support of any 
considerable propurtion of his own party. 


Foraker Always in “Trouble.” 

Many people have an idea that Mr. Fora- 
ker has been in the senate for a long while. 
He will fill out two full terms on March 3, 
1900. During almost the whole of that time 
he has been more or less at odds with the 
dominant factor in his own party. 

Foraker nominated McKinley for the pres- 
idency at the St. Louis convention in 1896, 
after he himself had been elected senator 
as a result of a distinct agreement between 
him and Mark Hanna by which Foraker 
agreed that McKinley should have the solid 
delegation from the state and that he should 
go to the senate. 

From that time on he and Hanna were at 
odds. Each suspected the other. There 
never was any semblance of harmony be- 
tween the two. It was always a condition, 
at best, of armed neutrality during the whole 
of the McKinley administration. ' 

When Hanna died Dick took his place, and 
Dick and Foraker were no more friendly than 
Hanna and Foraker had been, at least at 
the outset. 

In the beginning Foraker was devoted to 
Roosevelt. The two men gradually drifted 
apart, largely, perhaps, because of an hon- 
est difference of opinion between them. 

President Roosevelt has not the political 
tact with which Senator Hanna was 80 
abundantly supplied. 

The result has been that the disagree- 
ment between Foraker and President Roose- 
velt has passed the bounds of ordinary po- 
litical differences and the two men have 
lined themselves up in such a way that it is 
impossible for both of them to retain the 
confidence of a great proportion of repub- 
licans of the state of Ohio. 


Long a Party Warhorse. 

Without trying to decide how far Senator 
Foraker has been to blame and how far he 
has been right in his actions, it is at least 
interesting to recall the fact that he has 
been one of the war horses of the repub- 
lican party and has been particularly iden- 
tified with the personal and political for- 
tunes of Ohio candidates for the presidency. 

It seems strange, therefore, to find For- 
Aker entirely outside the breastworks when 
another Ohio candidate is actively in the 
field. Senator Fofaker was a delegate at 
large from Ohio to six republican national 
conventions, beginning in 1884 and ending in 
1904. 

In 1884 and 1888 he presented the name of 


John Sherman, and in 1896. and 1900 he per- 


formed similar service for William McKin- 
ley. Under ordinary conditions he would 
do the same thing now for Taft, but unless 
some extraordinary treaty of peace is 
patched up he will not even be a delegate te 
the Chicago convention, and there will be 
thus removed from the quadrennial na- 
tional republican gathering a figure which 
has now been familiar for nearly a quarter 
of a century. 


FAVORS INLAND WATERWAYS. 


National Board of Trade Would Have 
Congress Appropriate Fifty Mill- 
ion Dollars a Year. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 22.—At the opening 
session today of the national board of trade 
E. R. Wood, chairman of the merchant ma- 
rine committee, discussed at length the ad- 
vantage of encouraging the American mer- 
chant marine, particularly between the 
United States and South AMerican ports. A 
resolution favoring uniform bills of lading 
was adopted. The board recommended an 
appropriation of $50,000,000 a year for the 
improvement of inland waterways. The 
matter of creating a new government de- 
partment which should handle waterway im- 
provements was. referred to a special com- 
mittee. William Harris Douglas, president 
of the New York produce exchange, ad- 
dressed the board in favor of ship subsidy and 
a statement favoring the establishment of 
subsidized mail lines between this country 
end South America was adopted.

Alton B. Parker Says Dragon’s 
Teeth Have Yielded Harvest. 


BLAME FOR PARTY CHAOS. 


New Yorker Thinks Nebraskan Not in 
a Position to Criticise. 


Albany, N. T., Jan. 22 —Ex-Chief Judge 
Alton B. Parker of the Court of Appeals, 
who was the democratic candidate in 1904 
for president, replied today to a causti 
reference by Willlam J. Bryan in the lat 
ter’s speech before the democratic members 
of the Kentucky legislature yesterday. Mr. 
Bryan Was quoted as saying that in 1904 he 
took his medicine in Parker. Parker was 
the man above all others I did not want.” 


Blames Bryan for Attitude. 

“What a pity,” said Mr. Parker, that 
Mr. Bryan failed to be equally frank in 1903. 
Had he done so the situation of the party 
would be vastly better thanitis. There were 
few democrats in that year who thought it 
wise to have a third térm candidate. But 
every man of sense kneW that unless a man 
could be found who would receive Mr. Bry- 
an’s support his warm personal following 
would seek revenge for the defeats of 1806 
and 1900. 

So statesmen, politicians, and interested 
citizens sought diligently to find Some one 
that he would support. To some at least he 
eaid he would bolt ex-President Cleveland, 
Gov. Hill, Senator Gorman, and Judge Gray, 
but that it would be hard to oppose Parker, 
as Parker had supported him. 


Led to Misapprehension. 

“This attitude induced the impression 
among many that my nomination would be 
as acceptable to Mr. Bryan as any except his 
own. That impression led to pressure upon 
ine from many quarters to change my plans 
for life. And it contributed in no small 
measure to the movement which led to the 
control of the convention. 

‘Subsequent events showed that Mr. 
Bryan had not been entirely open with those 
who had consulted him. For when to his 
surprise delegates began to be elected favor- 
eble to my nomination—when, indeed, the 
(ide had grown too strong to be breasted—he 
started out on his famous tour of denuncia- 
tion. The dragon’s teeth which he then 
rowed yielded an abundant harvest—aye, all 
that he could wish. 

But it would have been much better for 
the party had he said in 1903, before senti- 
ment had crystallized, as he says now: 
‘Parker is the man above all others that 1 
do not want.“ 


TAFT MEN EAGER FOR VOTES 


Managers of War Secretary’s Campaign 
to Elect Six Delegates from 
Each Territory. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 22¢—-[Special.]— 
The reeent report that Taft managers are 
planning to ignore the call of the republican 
national committee by causing the election 
of six delegates instead of two from each of 
the territories to the republican national 
convention was partially confirmed today. 

The call of the executive committee issued 
last month prescribed that the number of 
deiegates from each territory should be re- 
duced to two. There are seven territories 
tu be represented in the national conventton— 
Alaska, Arizona, Hawaii, Philippines, New 
Mexico, Porto Rico, and District of Columbia. 

Solomon Luna, member of the republican 
national committee from New Mexico, called 
ut the White house today with Gov. Curry. 
“Ve plan to hold our convention in New 
Mexico yearly in March,” said Mr. Luna. 
The sentiment is favorable to Taft, al- 
though the delegation will go uninstructed.

New Orleans, La., Jan. 22.— [Special. I— The 
luck of C. R. Ellison, noted as a lucky 
plunger, was in evidence at City park again 
today when he won the Tulane selling stakes, 
the feature of a program that was meant to be 
one of the best of the meeting, with Temaceo.

Sally Preston acted as pacemaker, 
followed by Angelus, Temaceo, and Orphan 
Lad. Sally Preston tired after six furlongs 
of the mile, while Temaceo moved up on 
the outside and forced Angelus into the deep 
going near the rail so that in the last fur- 
long there was nothing to offer a challenge 
to the winner. Pasadena probably ran the 
best race of any horse engaged. He got away 
badly and closed enough ground in finishing 
fourth to compel the conclusion that he might 
have been a dangerous factor had he left the 
post in a good position. 


Notter in Winning Form. 


Notter was again in winning form. Be- 
sides Temaceo, he had two winners put to 
his credit, both of which he scored by nar- 
row margins. It was a change from Alex 
to Notter that made Cunningham favorite 
in the race for maiden fillies, and it was Not- 
ter's cleverness that landed the Morris filly 
winner. She dig not have speed to keep up 
with the others in the rush to the stretch, 
but was kept in the best going in the middle 
of the track and under strong but careful 
hand riding got up in time to win by half a 
length from Nasturtia. a good thing that 
had been heavily backed by stable connec- 
tions. The idea of Cella's Inela being a good 
one was exploded so far as mud races may 
be considered. She was off running in front, but 
could not last to finish In the money. 

Jockey Moles worth was suspended ten days by 
the starter. The case of William Rabb, who was 
ruled off by the City park officials two years ago, 
against the racetrack people and local news- 
papers was heard today and resulted in a verdict 
for the defendants, the jury requiring but a few 
minutes to prepare the finding.

MAY MODIFY FORWARD PASS, 


Two Days Probably Will Be Consumed 
by Deliberations.

Whether the forward pass and other inno- 
vations in football have come to stay will 
be decided at the meeting of the intercollegi- 
ate football rules committee in New York 
tomorrow and Saturday.

Harvard’s 
former representative, W. T. Reid Jr., will prob- 
ably be replaced by Joshua Crane.

IN A FEDERAL COURT CASE. 
Question of Stock Ownership in Foreign 


Companies Before Landis—Harriman- 
Fish Attorneys Watch Proceedings. 


A question, declared to be of far reaching 
importance to Illinois corporations, now is 
being argued before Judge K. M. Landis, 
and for the first time in the United States 
courts, according to Attorney Levy Mayer, 
who appeared for the Standard Oil company 
and the Corn Products company yesterday. 
He disputed the right of an Illinois corpora- 
tion to acquire and vote stock in another 
corportion. The case raises in the federal 
court, according to Mr. Mayer, the same 
question that ts pending before Judge Ball 
in the Harriman-Fish litigation. 

Several of the lawyers who are engaged in 
the Harriman-Fish controversy were in court 
watching the proceedings. 

In the case before Judge Landis the Chi- 
cago Real Estate Loan and Trust company 
last April filed a bill that the Standard Oi! 
company Was endeavoring to absorb the Corn 
Products company. 

Judge Landis thereafter issued an injunc- 
tion enjoining George F. Harding, whose 
son, George F. Harding Jr., is president of 
the Chicago Real Estate, Loan and Trust 
company, from prosecuting a second suit of 
the same kind in the state court. 

Mr. Mayer argued the trust company did 
an illegal act when it acquired 1,000 shares 
of stock of the Corn Products company. 

William J. Ammen in reply contended the 
trust company as an Illinois corporation 
possesses the right to own stock in a foreign 
corporation.

SHORTAGE OF OLIVE. OI PRODUCTION. 

A meeting of the principal olive growers of 
‘Spain is being held at Madrid forthe purpose 
of obtaining legislative assistance to put a 
stop to the adulteration of edible olive oil. 
It ig roughty estimated that the olive crop 
will exceed the average yield by fully 2 
per cent. 

The official bulletin of the Spanish depart- 
menf of agriculture publishes the following 
indications concerning the prospects of the 
olive crap in ether countries: 
 ‘Italy—There will be a good harvest in the 
south (Sicily, Calabria, and Pulla) and a me- 
dium one in the north (Tuscany and Genoa). 

A 7 re will be good h in 
Algeria, particularly at Oran and Cénstan- 
tine. The trees are already full of fruit in 
good condition, and ofl of fine quality may be 
calculated upon. 3 

France—On account of the extreme drought 
there will be but a scanty crop this year. 

Crete—The harvest will be abundant. The 
oil produced in this country is generally used 
for lubricating, and there is but little comes- 
tible oil.

and was entombed in the mausoleum which 
he had built at Dunecht for the reception 
of his own remains and those of his family. 
A few months later it was suddenly dis- 
covered that the mausoleum had been en- 
tered, the earl’s coffin broken open, and the 
body removed. For six months it was sought 


far and wide, and all sorts of people en- 


deavored to assist the present peer in the 
elucidation of the mystery. 

Finally a man named Charles Suter, who 
if not an active perpetrator was At least an 
accessory to the outrage, blabbed, was ar- 
rested, and through him the body was found 
hidden under a lot of stones in a remote and 
deserted part of the Dunecht estate, still in 
a fair condition of preservation, Owing to 
the particularly careful manner in whica 't 
had been embalmed in Italy before its de- 
parture for England. 

The spot where it was found is now marked 
by a granite cross, but the body itself is en- 
tombed in the old family vault at Haigh 
Hall, near Wigan. 

Although Suter got five years’ penal 
servitude as an accessory to the outrage, yet 
the actual perpetrators have never been 
captured, nor has their object been re- 
vealed. . 

For, unlike the robbers of the body of A. 
T. Stewart, they made no attempt to extort 
money from the family or to exact a ransom 
for the corpse. Indeed, the whole affair re- 
mains to this day enveloped in a mystery 
which Lord Crawford declines to discuss, 
the matter being extremely painful and dis- 
pleasing to him, 

r — 

Reproach of the possession of tainted 
money is always disagreeable. But an ac- 
cusation of this kind is downright intolera- 
ble when there is no foundation far it—that 
is to say, when the person against whom it 
is aimed has never enjoyed possession of the 
property. 

It is for this reason that M. de Bire, the 
well known. Parisian clubman and repre- 
sentative of one of the old houses of the 
Breton aristocracy, with a mansion in the 
Faubourg St. Germain, and a chateau on 
the Atlantic coast, has brought a suit for 
slander against Frederick Lolie, author of 
the scurrilous work entitled La Fete Im- 
periale,“ of which, I believe. an English 
translation has lately been issued. 

The first editions of this work, of which 
copious, extracts have been published in the 
foreign papers on both sides of the Atlantic, 
declare that Mme. Musard, the favorite of 
the late king of Holland, left at her death a 
sum of $1,600,000 to M. de Bire. 

De Bire’s lawyers at once instituted legal 
proceedings, which the publishers of the 
book and its author endeavored to avert by 
eliminating the- plaintiff's name and assert- 
ing that Mme. Musard bequeathed the sum 
in question to one of her relatives. 

De Bire and his lawyers insisted that this, 
far from making things any better, on the 
contrary, aggravated the offense, since it 
implied that M. de Bire was a relative of the 
notorious Mme. Musard, whereas there had 
never been any ties of kinsmanship nor 
friendship between him and the woman, 
with whom he had not even been acquaintta. 
The courts accepted his vieW of the case ard 
mulcted the publishers and author in dam- 
ages.

Mme. Musard was an American woman, 
hailing from a small Ohio town, where she 
was’ known by the name of Eliza Parker. 
Musard, a French or Belgian pianist or 
bandmaster, found her there, married her, 
brought her to Paris. and while he was en- 
gaged in a professional capacity at Baden 
Baden managed to throw her into the way 
of the Dutch monarch in such a way as to 
completely fascinate him. For many years 
her relations with the late king were of a 
flagrant and shameless description. 

They were brought to a close through 
Mme. Musard's betrayal of her royal lover's 
negotiations with Napoleon III. for the sale 
ot his grand duchy of Luxembourg to France 
in 1867. It is not quite certain whether Mme. 
Musard sold the secret for money or whether 
she merely revealed it im a moment of indis- 
cretion to the marquise de Paiva, a woman 
of the same class as herself, and who died 
as the lawful wife of the German nobleman 
who is now Prince Henckel of Donners- 
marck. 

The marquise was acting at the time as 
one of Bismarck's secret agents in the 
French capital. forwarding to Berlin the 
confidences which she had obtained in her 
boudoir and her alcove. | 

Mme. Musard’s indiscretion brought 
France and Germany to the brink of war, 
Bismarck declaring that a conclusion of the 
sale would be treated as a casus belli, while 
the king of Holland and Napoleon were 
equally determined to carry through the

It Is a common opinion among harvester 
men that from firet to last there has been 
more money put into the business than has 
ever been taken out—so enormously wasteful 
were these yoars of competition. By 10902 
tne harvester business was nothing other 
than a terrific and destructive war. The 
agents were tearing the whole industry to 
shreds and tatters. So far as the harvester 
ktngs could soe they must choose between 
combination and ruin. 

One by one these battle worn westerners 
came to New York on an exploring expedi- 
on,“ as one of them said. Here they met 
Judge Elbert H. Gary, whom they had known 
int:mately in Chicago. Gary had been Will- 
lara Deering’s attorney for twenty-five years. 
Iie was a farmer's son and had rigen to be 
the official head of the steel trust, so that he 
was the one man who had an expert know!l- 
edge at once of farms, harvesters, and mer- 
gers. And naturally when the Chicagoans 
ran to Gary with their tales of woe he steered 
them across Broadway into the office of J. P. 
Morgan, Which 1902 had become a sort of 
Aribunal ofAndustrial peace.

There were four of them—Cyrus H. Me- 
Cormick the Second, Charles Deering, J. J. 
Glessner, and W. H. Jones—and all of them 
added to the strong preference for competi- 
tion a definite opposition to trusts, monopo- 
lies, and stock speculation. 

No wonder that the financiers who under- 
took to organize them were driven:almost to 
distraction by their obstinate independence. 
They had as many contradictory opinions as 
a Russian duma, and it was soon clear that 
the only possible way to unite them was to 
keep them apart until all possible pretimi- 
naries had been arrarged. 

So the four harvester kings went back 
home until the details of the new combine- 
tion would be worked out. Then they were 
summoned again to New York. 

“We are big enough now,“ said Cyrus H. 
McCormick. I[t is not safe for one com- 
pany to have a monopoly. What we want 
to do is to regulate competition, not to de- 
stroy it.“ 

Besides the big Osborne company, which 
is now the third largest in the combine, tne 
harvester trust has bought five smaller con- 
cerns and built two new plants, one in Can- 
ada and one in Sweden. It is like the orgi- 
nak United States—a union of thirteen in- 
dustrial colonies. Its output has risen to 
700,000 harvesting machines a year, includ- 
ing all varieties, and its annual revenue is 
more than $73;000,000. ! 
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With its 25,000 employés and 42,000 agents 
this. one company is supporting as many 
families as there are in Utah or Montana. 
A square mile of land would be too small to 
contain its factories. At its hundred ware- 
houses there is trackage for 12,000 cars. 
Around its workshops are six busy railways 
of its own, whose engines last year pulled 
out 65,000 freight cars, jammed full of ma- 
chinery for the farmers of the world. 

Its properties are so widespread that no 
member of the company has seen them all 
To run around their circle would be a trip of 
15,000 miles. It owns 20,000 acres of coal 
lands in Kentucky, 100,000 acres of trees in 
Arkansas, Mississippi, and Missouri, and 
40,000,000 tons of ore in Wisconsin and the 
Mesaba range. It has staked its capital— 
$120,000,000—upon the belief that for fifty 
years longer, at least, the scientists will find 
no substitute for bread. 

In the central bookkeeping office of the 
Harvester company I found some almost in- 
credible statistics. Here, for instance, are a 
few of the items in last year’s bill of ex- | 
penses: 

Two hundred and thirty-five miles of 
leather belting, 940 miles of cotton duck, 
2.000 grindstones, 3,000 shovels, 10,000 
brooms, 1,670,000 buckles, 1,185,000 pounds

The 8 of “ Alda” last evening 
was one to delight the heart of every genuine 
music lover and opera admirer, and had the 
audience been proportionate in size to the 
worth of the performance the Auditorium 
would not have been equal to accommodating 
the crowd that would have clamored for 
seats. And yet a house half filled was what 
greeted the company. Verily Chicago’s music 
public needs to wake up and bestir itselt 
if it would escape the charge of being in- 
different to the really meritorious and being 
merely a worshiper of big names and an 
aper of that which othér cities have found 
proper to do. Here is the worthy and 
the good—it should be patronized not only 
tor its inherent values but for the cause 
which it represents, that cause which means 
the establishing of grand opera in this coun- 
try under sane, normal, and possible condi- 
tions.

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Such is the International Harvester com- 
pany from the inside. But an outside view 
is equally necessary. It is of tremendous in- 
terest to American farmers to know the hab- 
its and the disposition of this powerful or- 
ganization. As Theodore Roosevelt has said. 
there are good trusts and badtrusts. Which 
is the International Harvester company? 

In order to get the facts about it at first 
band, I interviewed the four chief com- 
petitors of the harvester trust, seven editors 
of farm papers, four professors of agri- 
cultural colleges, seven or eight implement 
agents, thirty farmers in Iowa, Minnesota. 
and Wisconsin, two state governors, and the 
federal bureau of corporations. 

From the bureau of corporations I learned 
that there has been a difference of opinion 
between the harvester kings and some legis- 
latures. The trust is being severely pun- 
ished in several states. It was fined $20,000 
last year by Arkansas? and $35,000 by Texas. 


~o 


Yet the fact that the Harvester trust has 
been fined in two states does not mean that 
it has taken advantage of its size to be- 
come a lawbreaker. The crime of which 
it was declared guilty was the maintenance 
of the old practice of exclusive contracts, 
by which each agent is pledged not to sell 
any other company's goods. The trust abol- 
ished this requirement three years ago, but 
several of the independent companies stil] 
retain it, 

Has the trust eliminated competition from 
the harvester business? On the contrary, 
it has active and able competitors. Bind- 
ers are made by four large independent com- ° 
panies, mowers by seventeen, corn shred- 
ders by eighteen, twine by twenty-six, wag- 
ons by 116, and gasoline engines by 124. Of 
tHe thirty-seven different machines made by 
the trust there are only three—hemp reapers, 
corn. shockers, and rice binders—that are 
made by no other company.

The four independent companies that 
make binders seem to have no fear of the 
trust. We have no fault to find with it,” 
said President Atwater of the Johnston com- 
pany. ‘‘ We don't want itsmashed. Why? 
Because our business has/ doubled since it 
was organized, and because we would sooner 
compete_-with one company than with 3 

zen.

| SCHOOL DEFICIT HOCH LESS] , 


Six Months’ Stewardship. 


UNLIKE “UPLIFT” REGIME, 


Had Old. Ways Continued Shortage 


Would Be Many Times More. 


A deficit of $104,000—one of the smallest in 
the recent history of the Chicago schools—is 
the epitome of the first six months’ steward- 
ship of the board of 2 under the 

resent munici administration. 

. Inasmuch as — Busse school board found 
awaiting it an appropriation made under the 
Dunne régime, and drawn upon during five 
months of uplift’? financiering, the above 
figure is & striking one. The deficit for last 
year was in the neighborhood of $800,000. 

A tentative draft of the figures to be pre- 
sented to the finance committee in prepara- 
tion for the 1908 budget was made public 
yesterday by George G. Custer, auditor of 
the board. The statement indicates a bal- 
ance to the credit of the educational and 
building accounts respectively: of $102,515 
and $252,529. Last year the building fund 
was exhausted, and the educational account 
sadly overdrawn. 

“ It's a good showing,” said President Otto 
C. Schneider after he had looked over the 
statement. The deficit would have been a 
million and a half if we had gone on with 
the program we found mapped out for us. 
As it is, it is $200,000 better than last year.” 


Policy of Retrenchment. 


A policy of retrenchment and adjustment 
of the tangled affairs left hy former Mayor 
Dunne’s uplift board has been the first 
consideration with the finance committee 
since it was organized in July. Scores of un- 
improved sites in various parts of the city 
have been disposed of, or arrangements made 
for their disposal, by a special subcommittee 
on sites, and at every point efforts have been 
made to reduce the deficit, which has been 
a feature of the board’s finances for years. 

The auditor's statement indicates that the 
receipts of the educational fund for the fiscal 
year 1907 have been $8,182,916. These in- 
clude the school tax, the income from the 
school fund, and loans of $600,000 on the 
1907 tax, which have been repaid during the 
year, The expenditures have been $8,080,400. 

The receipts of the building fund, from the 
echool tax and other sources, have been 
$8,011,349, and the expenditures $2,758,819. 


High School Deficit Largest. 

The largest item in the deficit is tn that 
part of the educational account which is de- 
voted to the city high schools. The 1907 ap- 
propriation, $600,000, has been overdrawn 
to the amount of $76,634, and there are un- 
paid bills amounting to 7,888, making a total 
deficit in this department of $84,492. 

“That high school appropriation was a 
joke, said one of the school officials. ‘“‘ Those 
who made it knew perfectly well that the 


high schools could not be maintained on | 


$600,000."’ 

Estimates are now being made by the vari- 
ous department heads for the 1908 budget, 
which will be presented to the city council 
within a few weeks. 


Fraternity Suit Again Appealed. 

President Schneider in the afternoon re- 
ceived notice that the fraternity suit ’’ has 
been appealed from the Appellate to the Su- 
preme court of the state. The case was start- 
ed by W. W. Wilson, father of Eberle L. Wil- 
son, member of a high school fraternity, ask- 
ing for an injunction restraining the board 
from enforcing its rule against fraternities. 
The injunction was denied in the Superior 
court and the Appellate court. 


MISSION ON “DIAMONDJUBILEE.” 


Paulists Will Hold Special Services to 
Celebrate St. Mary’s Church 
Anniversary. 


A diamond jubflee mission * will be given 
by the Paulist fathers of St. Mary's church 
to celebrate the seventy-fifth anniversary of 
the founding of the congregation, which is 
the oldest in Chicago. The -mission will be 
for Catholics and non-Catholics, and will be- 
gin next Monday evening, continuing until 
Feb. 24. The first two weeks will be given 
over to Catholics and the two weeks from 
Feb. 10 to 23 to non-Catholics. 

The Rev. P. J. O' Callaghan, pastor of St. 
Mary’s, which is at Wabash avenue and 
Eldredge court, announces that the Rev. M. 
P. Smith, the Rev. T. J. Cullen, and the Rev. 
Elias Younan will come from New York to 
conduct the mission. Father Younan will 
have exclusive charge of the non-Catholic 
mission, a feature of which will be the 
“question box.” Father Younan. was for- 
merly rector of St. Mary’s. 

During the Catholic mission there will be 
morning masses at 5, 6, and 7:80 o’clock. The 
evening services will be at 8 o'clock. There 
will be instructions. and a sermon every 
night. The week from Jan. 26 to Feb. 2 will 
be for women and the week from Feb. 2 to 
Feb. 9 for men. 

The interior of St. Mary’s church was re- 
cently rebuilt and redecorated, with the or- 
gan behind the altar, to conform with the 
pope’s views on the restoration of Gregorian 
music. One of the features of the mission 
services will be the singing of the robed boys’ 
choir. 

The original St. Mary’s church was created 
in 1833 by Father St. Cyr. The church for- 
merly occupied a site at the southwest cor- 
ner of Madison street and Wabash avenue, 
now occupied by the Heyworth building.
